Scores of theories are rampant as 
to the personality Of the criminal, hi3 
object and whether or not he had any 
assistance.

watched. 
While this may prove a solution of 
the mystery, and it may De possible 
that such a person started the 
fire* 
through a desire to see the buildings 
bum, there are other explanations ad­ 
vanced with equal credence and as 
much ground for suspicion. 
Fires at Ball Park. 
That the work was that of bums 
and tram ps is also advanced in some 
quarters, as hoboes have recently caus­ 
ed the burning of numerous cars on 
sidings by building fires in them. It 
el go happens that In the past few days 
people living in the vicinity of the 
ball park have had occasion to extin­ 
guish fires started under the grand- 


stand in the park, and which were left 
by tfamps who had «pent the night 
there. The unusual number of hoboes 
who have been passing through Salem 
recently makes it ivosslble that they 
may have started the fires on Tues 
day morning in revenge for not having 
received as hearty a welcome from the 
citizens as they could have desired.

inspect it with an idea of renting it, 
noticed a pile of rubbish in the outer 
kitchen, which was the part burned, 
consisting of paper, wood and excel­ 
sior, and having the appearance of 
having been swept there as though 
someone had been cleaning up, 
the fires these parties now remember 
that oil of some kind appeared on the 
pile, which was 
close 
to the wall, 
where the fire seems to have started. 
Ia several instances parties 
were 
seen leaving the building Just prior 
to their being discovered on tire, and 
It is also stated that the suspected 
party appeared later with the crowd 
at the scene. The absolute certainty 
of the Incendiary origin makes it seem 
very likely that the guilty one is a 
local party, and his arrest is expected 
hourly.

IT3 OLD AGE LIMIT 


It is said the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Co. 1« working on a plan whereby its 
employes who have rewshed the age of 
65 will be placed on the retired li*t.

Proceeding in a southerly direction 
from the torso, we have the hips, use­ 
ful for padding, and the leg3.

Between the cuticle and the bones 
are the muscles, which hold the bones 
together and prevent them from fall- j 
ing out and littering up the sidewalks 
as we walk along. 
Packed neatly and yet compactly In­ 
side the body are the heart, the liver, 
and the lungs; also the gall, which in 
Americans is abnormally large. 
These organs aae used occasionally 
by the people who own them, but their 
real purpose is to furnish surgeons 
a living.—Lippincott's.

$17,500 and 
th a t 
P resident 
W. 
W. 
R am sey and C ashier A. A. V ilsaek of 
th e bank upon being sum m oned be­ 
fore the d irecto rs adm itted th a t tho 
sum had been expended to secu re the 
selection of the bank as a city deposi­ 
tory. 
T he directors repudiated the ac 
tion of the officers and Im m ediately 
asked and received the resignations of 
th e officers. 
T he scandal h as startled th is city as 
nothing else has done in y ears. K eep­ 
ing even th e local police au th o rities 
and officials of th e city 1n ignorance 
of th eir intentions, the officers of the 
V oters’ league, aided by officials of the 
M unicipal league of Scranton.
